Subject: Huguette Clack 

I am finally able to give you some definite information on 
Huguette and her relative© thanks to the discovery of a book 
about the family published In 1941 and written by a William D. 
Mangam, who was the son of a close business associate of 
Clark's. Tha book is available at the research division of the 
New York Public Library. 

Mrs. Clark is the youngest child of William Andrews Clark and 
the only one still living, Mac mother was Clark's second wife, 
a woman many years younger than he. The story of their 
relationship as told by Mangam is quit© a sensational one. 

Anna LeChapelle was an ambitious young woman in her teens 
living in Butte, Montana in 1893 when she engineered a meeting 
with William A. Clark, the richest man in Montana and one of 
the richest men in the United Stafcaa. William was in his 
fifties at the time, the father of four children, and a recent 
widower, his wife Katharine having just died. William wa3 
apparently infatuated enough with Anna to agree to underwrite 
the cost of her education, first in a girls seminary in Montana 
and afterwards in Paris, where she studied music and the arts, 
becoming a proficient harpist and a linguist. William visited 
her there on frequent occasions, and by 1901 it was evident she 
was his mistress since she became pregnant that year. Her 
first child, a girl called Andree, was born in 1902. 
Thereafter, the couple, still unmarried, continued to meet on 
the Continent, William meanwhile providing for Anna and her 
child. A second pregnancy followed, in 1903. At. this point 
Anna apparently insisted on legitimising har position and 
William agreed, reluctantly, to marry her. The marriage 
announcement made to the American papers In 1904 was fudged to 
conceal Anna's and Andreo's real status by William's 
declaration that he married Anna irr 1901 when' a fictitious 
French marriage ceremony was supposed to have taken place. 
William's sons by his first marriage were horrified by the 
unexpected news while his two grown daughters were resigned to 
coming to terms with this new development : none of them liked 
Anna or willingly associated with her thereafter. 
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Anna's second child, a boy, died at birth. Her third child, 
Huguette Marcalla, wad born in 1906 in Paris. She grew up with 
her older sister, Andrae, her father's favorite, who was to die 
unexpectedly at the age of seventeen. Huguette is the only 
surviving child therefore of William's second marriage, though 
biographer Magrara repeats s rather nasty rumor, one apparently 
given credibility by William's' two sons, that Huguette was 
illogitimate, her real father being a New York doctor. 
Regardless of these stories, Huguette was acknowledged by 
William as his daughter, Mangram saying however that daughter 
and father never got along. 

When Mangram was writing in the late 1930s, Anna LaChapelle 
Clark was a woman in her sixties -and Huguette was in her 
thirties. Mangram says they were then living a privileged 
life, sharing a Fifth Avenue apartment during the winter and 
spending summers at Anna's estate in Santa Barbara, 
California. The two women were unusually close, Mangram 
attributing Huguette 'a evident personality problems to a 
"mother complex.- He says she was hopelessly spoiled. 

Huguette, when vary young, spent most of her time in France. 
Later aha moved with her mother into the palatial mansion Clark 
had built for himself on Fifth Avenue and furnished with a 
splendid art collection. She went to the fashionable Spence 
school for girla. . Her father died in 1925, when she was 
nineteen, and the house on Fifth Avenue was sold three years 
later, the art collection going to the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
in Washington, as Clark's will had specified. In August 1928 
Huguette married William Macdonald Gower, a Prlncet.on graduate 
and a member of a socially prominent New York, family. Despite 
Mrs. LaChapelle Clark's blessing, the marriage lasted only a 
few months? Huguette obtaining a Reno divorce. Mangam Bays 
that Huguette refused to consummate the marriage. 

Huguetfce's half sisters and brothers ara dealt with almost as 
harshly by Mangrara, who attributes a variety of personality 
disorders to them. One brother was a drunk and collected 
pornographr, the other was a drunk who, though married, had 
sordid affairs with young men. The sons failed to establish 
themselves In business and lived off their inheritances. The 
two sisters, according to Mangam, were more acceptable members 
of society but had unpleasant personalities, the older one 
exhibiting the worst aspects of the Bocial climber and the 
younger being exceedingly mean with her money. 

The second generation produced relatively few children. The 
eldest daughter Mary, born 1870, had a daughter called 
Katherine by her first marriage to Dr. Everett Culver (she 
married three tlme3 in all). Charles Walker Clark, born 1871, 
died 1932, had three daughters- and one son, Paul, by his second
